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I knew one man who had an overwhel- 
ming ambition in his life, the thing he 
wanted to do more than anything else, 
to memorize Shakespeare from beginning 
to end, That is no goal for many to 
set to win, and yet, that man, when he 
had attained it, felt that he had won a 
great thing. To other persons, to get 
a good power of memory so that they can 
learn what I say would be a great thing. 
Perhaps it is hard to remember because 
we strain so much that we defeat ourown 
purpose, because the gaining of a power 
of memory necessitates the relaxing of 
the objective mind to such a degree that 
the subconscious mind can release its 
memories, 


To another person the gaining of 
some spiritual power, let us say, the 
power to heal, is something which they 
greatly desire to win, but too often we- 
only look at it from one. angle; that is, 
the gaining of a great deal of wealth. 
We know that Jesus said, "Seek ye first 
the kingdom of heaven and all these 
things shall be added unto you," and yet 
if we seek first the kingdom of heaven, 
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we often find that things are not added 
to us but that is because we do not 
seek the kingdom of heaven in the pro- 
per manner, Too often we confuse the 
spiritual kingdom with something entire- 
ly different. 


If there were a more common termi- 
nology, if all the people used the same 
words to express the same thing, there 
would be a much clearer understanding 
of all the principles and laws we work 
with. When I speak of the power that 
wins, so far as it applies- to myself, I 
do not think of any terms of money. Af- 
ter all, money is the easiest thing in 
the world to make. Tne reason it is 
hard for so many people is that they do 
not have the consciousness of money. . 
Many persons are constantly expecting 
the worst and are disappointed if it 
does not happen. When they set out to 
accomplish anything they really do not 
believe they are going to succeed. The 
person who succeeds ina material way 
is one who has eliminatea the conscious- 
ness of failure from his consciousness, 
That is, when you need a certain thing 
in the material world - go out and get 
it and never think you are hot going to 
get it. . The trouble is we try to des- 
ignate the channel from which that thing 
is~ to come. We ‘do. not realize that 
merely wishing for prosperity , is of no 
avail to us, It. does not come. into 
manifestation in our life unless we 
gain ‘the consciousness of possession of 
It; . 3 
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Another thing, many people are 
failures in gaining things in the ma- 
terial-life because they are jealous. of 
the ‘possessions of others. So often 
I have heard this remark, "I do not see 
why they deserve it." It is not al- 
ways a matter of deserving, Sometimes 
it is a matter of consciousness, be- 
cause after all God does not make any 
distinction between a pound of gold and 
a- pound of cheese, Remember this: All 
material values are artificial values, 
I have heard that they are running short 
of copper and for certain things, in- 
stead of using copper they are going to 
use gold, So it will serve a useful 
purpose, but so far as God.is. concerned 
there is no difference between copper 
and Oia ew or a 


If we change our evaluation, if we 
recognize no distinction between the 
way things manifest but only have a 
consciousness of opulence, we do not 
say, "John Jones has this thing which I 
want and I am going to concentrate so I 
can get it". So often I have - had a 
person ` come to me and say, "So and. so 
owes me so much money. I want you to 
concentrate on it so I will get it," 
but I cannot concentrate on John Jones 
to give it to them. The-channel be- 
tween John Jones and Mary Smith may be 
blocked off so it cannot come, After 
all, I am not worried about John Jones 
or Mary Smith because all of the pros- 
perity that exists, exists in the Uni- 
versal Consciousness, and if I concen- 
trate on the manifestation of what I 
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need and then leave it to the universal 
consciousness to manifest :through the 
appropriate channel it ‘may come to me, 
If we get it by the use of force it us- 
ually does not do us much good, 


A lady came to me one time and 
wanted me to help her sell a house and 
she said, "T want tc sell it to Mr. So- 
and-so",. I said, "But lady, I cannot 
do that, After all, you do not care 
whether you sell the house or not. What 
you want is a certain sum of money. If 
you want me to, I will help you to get 
the consciousness So you can get what 
you need", so she said, "If you won't
